DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 21 and 24-31 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the new claims 
associated a second species. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 21 and 24-31 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claims 21-22 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 4-5 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by US 20040001 177 Al ("177"). 

Per claim 1, 177 teaches a method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display, the method 
comprising: 

forming a sealant on a first panel [figure 58, 1670];

dropping liquid crystal on the first panel to form a plurality of liquid crystal dots [figure 
53T]; 

assembling a second panel with the first panel [figure 54 A], 

wherein the first and the second panels have a striped array of pixel areas, each stripe 
extending in a first direction, and a first distance in the first direction between the liquid crystal 
dots is smaller than a second distance in a second direction perpendicular to the first direction 
between the liquid crystal dots [see paragraph 0535, tl and t2]. 

Per claims 4-7, see figures 53T and 53 V. 

Per claim 19-20, see paragraph 291. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 8-18 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claim 3 and 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 177. 177 
lacks the exact range of 1-15 mg drop size. However, it does teach several mg and overlapping 
ranges are at least obvious. In this case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at 
the time of invention to use a range of 1-15 mg in order reduce waste.
